If the steel trust could exert 
such tremendous power in behalf of Roosevelt in a hide-bound Republi­ 
can state, long deplored for its fanatical adherence to the high protective 
tariff policies, what a curious weakness in its armor-plate strength that; 
it signally failed in the one congressional district that was so essential 
to the maintenance of its selfish existence? 
"O f course, Mr. Giliett was merely talking for effect, in much the same 
way that the defenders of the Taft candidacy laboriously tried to explain 
the Illinois defection by saying it was not a rebuke to the administration 
since Uncle Joe Cannon, Representative M cKinley and other reactionary 
candidates for renomination were indorsed.

more criticism from within there need 
not 1 ave been so much from without. 
Realizing that the process is by no 
m eans finished and th at there is to 
be additional legislation, organizations 
of m erchants are now busy advising 
congress as to the form that new en­ 
actm ents of law should take.
